Bulgarian Irregulars Invade Ser- 


bian Territory Engaging Troops- 
English Cruiser Bombards Ara- 
bian Towns-Thousands of Prison- 
ers Taken. 


LONDON, APRIL 3.—A blow was struck tonight along the Ser- ] 


bian-Bulgarian frontier which may send four more nations into the 
war. Bulgarian "irregulars invaded Serbian territory and opposing 
forces engaged in battle along the Varcler river. Heavy losses on 
both sides are reported at 10.00 o'clock tonight in a dispatch .to 
Paris. Dispatches say that there are about 2,000 men on each side 
engaged and that the killed and wounded number more than 400. 
The Serbian prime minister telegraphed Sofia for an immediate ex- 
planation of the affair. 
Rome reports that communication with Sa- 


limacia has been interrupted. 


Diplomatic circles see an explosion which will undoubtedly 


drive Bulgaria, Greece, Italy and Roumania into the Avar within a 
short time.

hours and many houses were struck. The officers of the cruiser at-' 
templed to send a landing party ashore but were driven back. 


SUCCESS FOR GERMANS 


BERLIN, APRIL 3.—During the last three days of fighting in 


the Carpathian mountains, it was officially announced here tonight 
thai, 40,000 Russian prisoners had been taken. The Slav attacks 
north of the Uzok are reported to have been repulsed by the German- 
Austrian forces with great loss to the offensive army. 


A Vienna report tonight says that 183 officers arc included in the 


number of captives taken during the past three days. In one engage- 
ment it is said that 19,000 Russian prisoners were taken. 


FRENCH INCREASING PRESSURE 


, 
PARIS, APRIL 3.—Now that the Germans have lost praetically 


all of the fortified area that they held in the Champagne district, the 
Frenchf'are- increasing their pressure against the German positions 
ill the Woevre region, between- tlie Meuse and the Moselle rivers. 
Supported by many batteries of 75 millimetere guns and eonsider- 
rble ordnance of heavier calibre, the French infantry arc driving 
hard against,the St.-Mihiel line of communications. In the forest ot 
Le Pretre there has been severe fighting for the possession of block- 
houses. 


In the Champagne region the attacks of the French have push- 


ed back the •German lines from five to fifteen miles. At some points 
the French' artillery is within range of the Bazancourt-Challerange 
railway, over,which most of the supplies were transported that have 
fed the German army north of Hheims. 


The recrudesencc of aerial activity continues on both 
sides 


with the preponderenee of successes on the side of the allies. Re- 
ports from various parts of the battle front says that the Germans 
have lost at least seven aeroplanes during the past 36 hours. 


Another spell of Avct weather has set, in over a large section of 


the- battle front, hampering operations. In West Flanders there has 
been a heavy fall of rain, filling some of the trenches to the brim.

News, Va., Secortary of the Navy Daniels today ordered Admiral 
Beatty, commander of the Norfolk navy yard to report by wireless 
every step taken by the German raider Prinz Eitel. Rumors were 
afloat that, she had taken advantage of the storm to dash to sea, but 
the navy department was without a report. 


With the North Atlantic storm-swept and thick weather prevail- 


ing in the region about Newport News, the chances for the Eitel to 
escape the five British warships reported waiting for her offi'Hamp- 
ton Koads were considered in naval circles to be the best that tho- 
raider could have hoped for. Officials in the navy department, there- 
fore, were on tiptoe with anxiety to hear whether she had decide'd 
to make a dash for open sea.
